tion of Jerry Knowles, must now 
give up his sophomore class repre- 
sentative seat which he won in last 
month’s election. 


The amendment, which passed 
by an overwhelming 124-26 vote 
with 11 void ballots, now permits 
President Larry Wentzel to ap- 
point a new sophomore representa- 
tive and also a vice president with 
the two-thirds approval of the 
council. 


Trego defeated 12-write-in can- 
didates including Den Jackson, 
Terry Webber, Ron Leonard, Tom 
Tullar, Lucy Tallon, Zondra 
Lewis, Dave Ramirez, Mike Brown, 
Bob Miranda, Jerry Knowles, Bob 
Wellwood, and Jim Mascaro. 

The constitutional amendment 
reads as follows: In case of a va- 
cancy in the office of the presi- 
dent, the vice president shall 
assume the duties of this office. 
Whereupon the student body presi- 
dent shall: appoint with the ap- 
proval of two-thirds of the student 
council a vice president. Should a 
vacancy occur in any other office 
the president will appoint an of- 


ficer with the approval of two- 
thirds of the student council.

After all data is thoroughly di- 
gested, the machines obligingly 
spit out a slip of paper for each 
student, showing whether he goof- 
ed or triumphed in his quest for a 
passing grade in his first semester 
subjects. 

Time Savers 


This is the second year that 
SAC has had the use of these IBM 
tabulating machines. The results 
for the whole student body ¢an be 
obtained in approximately three 
working days’ time, diminishing 
the period of anxiety each student 
has to sweat out after his finals. 


According to SAC Dean of Ad- 
missions en Records George Her- 
ron, nearly ten thousand IBM 
cards are involved in the semester 
grade tabulation. Each of these 
eards plays an important part in 
arriving at the final grade, and 
the machines think nothing | of 
ealheritg all the various grades, 
sorting them, coniputing the grade 
points for each course, and then 
figuring out the total grade point 
average for each student!
